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a stator (stator 101) and a magnetic assembly (ecran 103) being arranged for 
relative linear movement, the stator being arranged in helix (column 3, line 25) 
and a magnetic circuit member (rotor 102) being provided inside the magnetic 
assembly. 

Moreover the stator is comprised of high permeability which consists of a stack of 
laminations (see column 3, line 15), said laminations describing a helical path 
(see column 3, lines 35 - 39). 

Therefore, Claims 3, 10, 1 1 and 12 also lack an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 
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
